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Of  the  life  and  Advantage  of  external  Shevj  and  Apparatus* 


A  LITTLE  knowledge  of  human  nature,  and  of  the  hiflo* 
ry  of  civil  fociety,  will  convince  us  of  the  powerful  ef¬ 
fects  ]>roduced  in  the  world  by  external  (hew  and  grandeur, 
and  the  numerous  advantages  arifing  from  the  u(e  of  them, 
when  directed  to  laudable  ends.  It  is  thofe  that  mark  the 
diltinotiuus  between  the* different  conditions  of  mankind,  that 
iiive  us  a  taflc  and  relifh  for  life,  and  fet  off  and  adorn  all  our 
u'lions.  But  it  would  be  injuflice  to  confider  them  only  in 
iliis  light:  they  aflift  the  wifdom  of  men,  give  vigour  and  digni¬ 
ty  to  councils  and  laws,  and  contribute  to  the  prelervation  and 
I’upport  of  the  civil  order  and  oeconoiny  of  the  world.  W^ith- 
out  thefe,  the  bed  and  mod  ufeful  inditutions  would  fail  of 
anfvvcring  the  ends  for  which  they  are  intended  :  deditute  of 
oriuinent,  legiflative  power  would  lofe  its  authority  over  the 
human  mind,  and,  indead  of  infpiring  us  with  awe  and  reve¬ 
rence,  would  be  regarded  with  familiarity  or  contempt.  ^  A 
(o'lri  of  jullice,  arrayed  in  pomp  and  fplendor,  makes  a  cri¬ 
minal  (brink  and  tremble;  dived  it  of  its  magnificence, ’ let. 

I  lie  judges  quit  their  robes  and  lofty  appearance,  and  put  on 
ihe  habit  and  mein  of  the  populace  ;  let  them  do  this,  and 
the  inajedy  of  the  court  immediately  difkppetrs  ;  the  obje<fb 
no  longer  merits  refpe^,  and  its  deliberations  and  coDclpfions  ^ 
are  beheld  with  indifference.  It  is  not  the  innate  worth  or 
abilities  of  the  judges,  that  in  the  eyes  of  -  the  generality  of 
men  form  the  dignity,  of  the  court  ;  it  is  the  pomp  with 
u'iiich  they  are  furrounded,  the  external  fhew  and  apparaius 
that  make  men  revere  and  dread  its  authority*  \Vc  may 
obferve,  that  in  all  ages  and  nations,  as  civilization  has  exteno- 
(d  its  influence,  and  edablifhed  order  and  union  amo^g  man- 
hind,  apparatus  has  been  regarded  as  the  emblem  of  the  Ie-» 
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gillutivr  authority,  and  the  more  abrqhitc  has-been  thft  pQV^*^ 
it  was  inieiided  to  feprclent,  the  more  Q>lcndid  bas^bcei^*^ 
appearance,  and  ct)nlci|ueiuly,  with  greater  awe  did  it  fill  the 
minds  of  the  beholder  .  'I’he  Koinaii  dictator  was  preceded 
by  twenty-four  lieHors  aimed,  with  axes,  inlirutuents  of  death, 
lie  appeared  with  more  inagnillcence,  and  was  accompanied 
by  a  retinue  more  numerous  and  brilliant,  than  that  of  tb^ 
confuls,  or,  in  other  words,  the  apparatus  of  his  office  ^ai 
i;ieai(  r  than  that  belonging  to  any  other  magillrate  of  Rome, 
'Thus  iinelled  with  ablbluie  uncontroulable  power,  and  fur. 
ruindedwiih  pomp  and  inagnifitente,  he  (Iruck  dread  and 
admiration  into  all  ranks  of  men  ;  with  his  foie  voice  diretfled 
the  meafurcs  of  the  commonwealth,  and  obliged  the  frdit|ou» 
]>coplc  to  give  prompt  and  implitit  obedience  to  the  fevereft 
of  his  commands,  'rhefe  axes,  fays  ?%1.  de  KoHiii,  were  ra* 
tlicr  intended  for  ohjeifls  of  terror,  than  inftruments  of  ufe  % 
or,  according  the  courfe  of  the  prefent  reflections,  they  height, 
ened  and  gave  dignity  to  the  apparatus  that  attended  the 
dictator.  If  we  take  a  view'  of  the  hiflory  of  Rome,  wc  will 
find,  that  great  attention  was  paid  on  every  occafion  to^tbts 
apparatus  :  the  wifdoin  of  the  Roman  iegillators  taught  them 
:lie  power  it  has  over  the  human  mind.  What  did  a< triumph 
t  onlill  of,  hut  Ihew  anti  appai  alhs  ."  it  was  a  prefent  honour^ 
but  it  neither  conferred  w  ealth  nor  rank  upon  the  conqueroi;  t 
vet  how  did  it  gratify  the  ambition  of  him  who  was  deemed 
Nvorihy  (»f  it,  and  animate  others  to  follow  his  example  I  what 
citiz.cn  of  Rome,  defei  ving  that  name,  would  not  have  pre*, 
IciTcd  a  triumph  jullly  luerited,  to  all  the  huunties  of  Plutml 
Not  only  Rome,  but  in  every  other  nation,  the  utility  of 
appatatiis  has  been  acknowledged,  and  men  have  been  fem> 
tible  <if  ib.c  pouciful  cf  ccts  it  produces.  Why  do  kings  ar4 
ray.  ihenilclvcs  with  magnificence  and  fplendor,  but  to  coflHb 
refpeet  from  their  llibjeets  !  wdth  wliat  fublime  ideal  do 
not  the  ctreuioulcs  of  the  coronations  of  our  Briiifh  kings  fiU 
our  minds,  w  he ii  w  c  behold  the  whole  peers  of  the  realm  nt 
fembied,  with  the  inou.ircii  at  their  head,  invelled  with 
luhcs  of  date,  ami  furnmnded  with  all  the  pomp  aod  gran* 
dcur  wliiih  diilinguilh  that  great  day  !  how  cold,  how  unicrl*. 
iug  mull  the  pciliJii  be,  that  is  not  llruck  with  admiration  Ak 
the  view  of  Inch  an  aUcuiblage  of  brilliant  objects  !  andibptiri;

Anionr  rude  and  barbarous  nations,  where  the  culture  of 
nrts  .i:ul  fcieiices  is  iniattended  to,  where  Ho  fettled  form  of 
ji  )vcrnn\cnt  e\id->,  and  the  advantages  of  are  un¬ 

known  ;  there  reigns ‘among  the  people  a  conilant  licentidaf- 
}u  Is  and  anarchy,  which  produce  the  iiio(l  violent  excefles  and 
arts  of  iiijufticc  ;  the  few  laws  that  are  made  are  utterly  dif- 
rroirdcd,  virtue  and  innocence  become  the  prey  of -violence 
.hkI  opprcHion,  and  amidll  ihefe  horrors  of  barbarity,  the 
lv)ti:uh  betwixt  virtue  and  vice  are  removed  ;  ftrength  gives 
h'.v,  and  every  principle  of  humanity  Is  extinguifhed  in  the 
mhul.  The  reafons  of  thefe  violences  and  diforders  are  ob- 
vioiis  ;  fiich  nations  are  yet  fettered  with  the  chains  of  baiha- 
lilni,  and  are  guided  only  by  the  light  of  depraved  iiatnre, 
wliidi,  unrellraincd  by  laws,  is  fo  apt  to  lead  mankind  to  int- 
ijiilty  ;  the  perfons  lt>  whom  Providence  feems  to  have  coni- 
milled  the  government  of  the  Hate,  neglec^l  to  ellablifh  a 
Terilcd  form  of  legillation,  and  to  clothe  it  with  that  feverity 
and  nnjedy  that  (hike  the  people  with  dread  and  reverence. 
In  what  a  rude  hate  do  many  of  the  nations  of  Alia,  Africa 
.01(1  America,  Hill  continue  !  how  little  order  and  union  are  to 
he  found  among  them  !  and  how  regardlefs  are  they  of  the 
laws  of  juftice  and  humanity  I  Was  government  ehablifhed  a. 
mong  them  on  a  refpechable  foundation,  and  adorned  with  the 
vnfigns  of  power,  an  entire  change  upon  the  fentimenls’arid 
manners  of  the  people  would  fboii  be  effethed.  * 

The  church  of  Rome  affords  us  a  ftriking  example  of  the 
power  that  fhew  and  apparatus  have  over  the  human  mind  ) 
tiie  fplcndor  and  brilliancy  of  its  churches,’  and  of  the  cerci 
inf)nics  that  are  performed  in  them,  fill  us  with  an  enthufiafm 
of  devotion  unknown  in  proteftant  countries  ;  the  corrupters 
of  tile  t^hriftian  religion,  when  afpiring  at  a  defpotic  power 
over  the  confciences  of  its  members,  found  it  neceflary  to  ai 
doni  the  abufes  they  introduced  into  it,  with  a  fhew  of  ele^ 
ynnee  and  grandeur,  which  captivated  the  imaginations  of  the 
deluded  people,  and  were  as  proper  for  accomplifliing  the  ini* 
ijuitous  ends  of  their  inventors,  as  they  are  improper  to  be  ad* 
initted  into  the  worfliip  of  God  Almighty  :  Such  a  multipli* 
rity  of  ceremony,  and  profufion  of  external  ornament,  draw 
ctf  our  attention  from  the  Supreme  Being,  to  whom  alone  all 
our  fupplications  ought  to  be  addrefled,  and  infpire  us  with  a 
lalfe  and  temporary  fervour,  entirely  oppbfite  to  that  fiiti- 
pHcity  of  devotion,  with  which  the  mind  of  a  truly  humble 
and  contrite  Ch  rift  km  ought  to  be  filled.  •  ^  ^  * 
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M>rc  all  men  inclined  to  pbilofbpby,  and  to  annalize  an'il 
invelligatc  the  things  of  this  world,  (hew  and  apparatus  would 
fail  of  producing  their  prcfent  powerful  effec^ts.  The  miiid< 
atcullomed  to  examine,  with  a  critical  attention,  every  obje^ 
that  prcfented  itfelf,  to  di\r(l  it  of  its  exterior  drcfs,  and  rt. 
diice  it  to  its  original  principles,  would  view,  with  indifference, 
what  at  prefent  ilrikes  him  with  admiration,  and  would  uo 
longer  be  dazzled  by  the  moll  brilliant  deception  :  but  how 
rare  are  perfons  to  be  met  with,  of  fiich  flrengih  and  depth 
of  rcdecflion,  as  to  be  able  to  difeover  the  fccret  faults  and  ex¬ 
cellencies  of  ohje<fls,  and  to  eilimate  the  things  of  this  world 
according  to  their  juft  value  !  If,  upon  a  coronation-day,  the 
king  and  the  nobles,  inftead  of  being  arrayed  with  poxnp  and 
inagnilicence,  were  to  ilotbe  themfelves  in  a  drefs  of . fmall 
value,  and,  unattended  by  guards  or  retinue,  w^lk  with  their’ 
arms  acrofs,  and  in  familiar  converfation,  to  the  place  of  corn* 
nation,  would  not  the  intrinfic  power  and  dignity  of  thefeib 
luilrious  perfunages  he  as  great  on  this  occafion,  as  when  for- 
rounded  with  all  the  Ihew'  and  fplendor  that  the  mind  can 
conceive,  and  ought  they  not  to  infpirp  us  with  an  equal  ad» 
miration,  in  the  one  litnatipn  as  in  tiie  «>ther  ?  Yet,  how 
would  the  change  (Irike  with  difgnft  the  generality  of  man^  ' 
kind  !  and  what  diffeieiu  feniiuiMiis  would  the  proceflion  thus, 
condiivled,  raife  in  their  minds  from  what  it  dops  at  prefent  I 
lioNv  few  arepofteffed  of  this  valuable  fecrct,  that  the 'world  it 
a  fcenc  of  deception,  and  that  the  appearance  and  reality  of 
fibjccts  arc  almoft  always  different  ;  the  greateft  part  .of  man*  i 
kind,  confined  in  their  views,  and  limited  in  their  cpnceptioRi^’ 
advance  with  tranquillity  in  the  road  pointed  out  to  them,  v 
without  ever  meditating  philofopbically  on  their  principle# of' • 
adion,  or  examining  the  things  of  this  world  any  deeper  tham’* 
t’neir  external  lurface.  It  is,  however,  for  the  good  of  focicty, 
that  fo  confiderable  a  part  of  mankind  are  thus  deceived  by 
e  xternal  appearance  ;  for,  were  all  men  to  ftop  and  examine--' 
the  objects  aioiind  iliem  with  a  deep  attention,  and  inveftigate 
their  hidden  fourccs,  ftrnck  with  the  vanity  of  human  things,  -^ 
and  occupied  with  fpeculaiion,  the  powers  of  their  minds  would/ 
becoir.**  enervated,  all  adion  would  ftop,  civil  inftitutkulf  ’ 
w’oiild  lofe  their  force  and  virtue,  and  the  world  would  be^ 
tome  a  feene  of  confnfion  and  tlifordcr. 

I  could  now  expatiate,  at  fome  length,  on  the  other  advaii* 
tapes  ailfing  from  npparotitj  ;  how  the  gratifications  it  affords  ' 
the  iin.ipjnation  of  beauty  and  variety,  conduce  to  ouren--' 
inyirent  of  life,  bow  it  procures  ns  refpeeft  from  our  inferiors,  * 
and  in, irks  the  diftindions  between  the  diflerent  ranks  of- men  ^ 
but  tills  wtniUl  be  eiuirely  fgj^eilluous,  as  experience  in  fami¬ 
liar 
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liu  life  tliily  po’»nt  out  to  us  fuch  advantages,  in  a  clearer.and 
)i  t*  fatisfying  manner,  than  the  mod  accurate  verbal  enume* 
riiioM.  1  theVefore  conclude  thefe  reflections  with  the  fame 
„},In  vjtlon  with  which  1  began  them,  that  there  is  no  human 
invfiition  that  has  produced  more  powerful  effeCts  in  the 
iriiitl,  nor  more  benelit  to  fociety,  when  directed  to  proper 
irpofc’s  than  external  fliew  and  apparatus.  :

fie  endeavours  to  confirm  and  illudrate  *  this  by  examples 
nken  from  ancient  and  modern  hidory  ;  and  though  Ibme  of 
liie  examples  which  he  produces  will,  no  doubt,,  be  objeClcd 
i ),  yet  ihc  greaied  part  of  them  are  extremely  pertinent, 
a!i(l  fJicw  that  he  is  well  acquainted  with  the  policy  of  ancient 
and  modern  times.  He  feenis  perfeClly  fenfible  of  the  difli-. 
cullies  that  attend  all  febemes  of  reformation,  and  that  the 
file?  fpcciilaiions  upon  this  fubjecl  arc  often  like  thole  me-, 
chanical  inventions,  which  play  perfeClly  well  in  the  model, 
but  fill  in  the  execution.  Accordingly  he  writes  with  a  be-* 
coming  degree  of  modedy  and  diffidence.  After  (hewing,  in 
Icveral  iiillances,  the  effeCls  which  rewards  and  punifhraents 
have  had,  and  dill  have^  upon  the  manners  of  mankind,  he

l.et  us  fiippofe  then,^'  fays  he,  a  city  as  large  as  Paris,, 
and  as  corrupt  as  Sybaris  ;  that  luxury  prevails  in  it;  that  the. 
Irivolous  arts  are  in  the  highed  edeem,  ^nd  the  ufeful  pnes  in 
c(»nti*mj)i;  that  a  varnifher,  a  toy.man,  or  a  dancmg*ma/ler, 
gets  more  in  one  day,  than  all  the,  labourers  of  a  province  in'a 
inoiuh  ;  that  modedy^is  banifhed  from  it ;  that  young  women 
only  wiih  for  hulbands,  in  order  to  have  a  cloak  for  licentiouf^ 
nefs;  that  the  faith  of  marriages  is  openly  violated  by  both 
I'^xes;  that  virtuous  wives,  if  any.fnch  are  to  be  found,  mourn, 
'^hile  courtezans  triumph  ;  that  debauchery  poifbns  the  very. 
^Jiirce  of  the  hiiniaii  fpecies  that  old,  men  retain  the  vices  of 
youth,  and  that  young  men  are  old  .in  condicution^  before  they.

arrive  at  the  years  of  maturity;  that  in  this  city  there  irgi. 
ways  money  enough  for  theatrical  entertainments,  table,  Md 
drefs;  none  for  the  payments  of  debts,  or  the  relief  of  the  in. 
digent;  that  public  a ife in blics  ihiiie  in  iilk,  gold,  and  jewels, 
tvhilfl  the  (Irrets  and  temples  arc  filled  with  beggars;  that 
every  one  finds  his  account  in  the  ruin  of  his  neighbour;  that 
agreealile  men  are  pi*efcrred  to  men  of  wonh;  that  vice  is  a 
fubjeJi  only  for  mirth  and  pleal’intry;  that  a  man  may'have 
even  every  vice  that  dilgraces  humanity,  provided  he  can  only 
l)C  witiy  i]|H>n  himfeil:  that  all  places  are  difpofed  of  by 'fa, 
voiir,  or  purchal’etl  by  money;  that  the  very  right  of  judging 
ami  being  juilged  is  fold  ;  that  the  public  treafury  is  plundered; 
that  the  fatictiiary  is  polluted  ;  that  the  great  are  mean,  and 
that  the  vulgar,  worthy  of  thofe  above  them,  are  a  niiHeryot' 
n>gues,  thieves,  allalliiis.  What  a  city!  wliat  a  capitals  I 
nndertake,  however,  to  give  it  morals,  and  if  I  luccecd^  the 
provinces,  always  b  fs  corrupt,  will  fi)on  be  reformed/  ' 

“  1  begin  l)y  (Irengibening  paternal  authority,  the  firft  and 
the  mod  facred  of  all.  Jt  is  derived  from  God;  it  governed 
before  there  were  anv  kings ;  it  was  the  fimndation  and  the 
model  of  the  Chinefe  government  for  many  ages,  when  the 
red  of  the  earth  was  at  the  mercy  of  tyrants.  Romulus,  who 
perhaps  drctched  it  too  far,  placed  it  at  the  head  of  his  laws  ^ 
he  allowed  a  father,  not  only  to  ])Ut  his  children  in  prilotii  to 
load  them  with  chains,  to  order-  thorn  to  he  publkkly  beaten 
with  rods,  to  condemn  them  lo  labour,  to  difinherit  thetn^baa 
even  to  fell  them  or  put  them  to  death.  J  would'give  fathers 
all  this  power,  excepting  that  of  felling  their  children,  and 
pntihig  them  to  death.  When  vve  confider,  that  it  Is  i  fa* 
thcr  who  piminies,  there  is  little  rcafon  to  he  afraid  of  fevef<iy.‘ 
Uomnlus  peril aps*  extended  the  duration  of  paternal  authority 
too  far;  it  was  exercifed  over  children  of  whatever  age  or  dig¬ 
nity.  It  nny  continue  till  the  age  of  live  and  twenty.  When 
a  child  has  been  properly  trained  till  this  time,  if  he  is  guilty 
of  anv  irregularity  afterwards,  let  him  be  fubjec^t  to  the  laMrs* 
A  lather,  to  whom  fiich  jiower  is  committed,  mult  not'be 
juil’cd  ii',  after  ilic  example  of  China,  he  is  obliged  tq  apf#W 
for  the  conduct  of  his  children,  under  the  pain  of  being  putf^^ 
ed  for  their  crimes.  Tlie  lavv  fiijipofes,  that  if  the  fathif 
had  educated  his  fon  properly,  the  crime  would  notliayf  bewi 
<ommitied.  And,  at  the  word,  the  puiiifhmeiit  of  an  innoc^C 
pcrloii,  which  is  fomriimes  unavoidable  under  the  beltforttinf 
g/wernment,  would  present  a  hundred  other  fathers  froi*bf* 
iug  guilt \  .  »’  * 

**  ]My  next  flep  Ihonld  ho,  to  re-eflahlilh  the  authority  of 
Inifb.tn  Is.  It  is  well  known  what  this  was  in  the  days  of  the 
•  •  patriarchs. 
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pitrl.irchs.  'Fhe  great  (liicly  of  Sarah  and  Rachel  wa«  to 
thfir  liulbaiiiis.  This  tender  refpee^t  for  the  Ivead  of 
l  it*  r.iinilv  vvoultl  have  kept  them  in  their  doty,  even  if  they 
li  ul  been  void  of  virtue.  The  fair  lex,  throughout  aH  the 
t  ill,  was  long  faithful  to  this  faliitary  fubordi nation;  and  thole 
iiaiioiis  of  the  well,  which  gave  any  attention  to  morals,  placed 
::  iinoiig  their  iiillitulioiis.  Under  the  firll  laws  of  Rome,  a 
wife  that  was  guilty  of  any  crime  had  no  other  judge  but  her 
liijiiuiul,  wiio  called  her  relations  together,  and,  with  them, 
hr  ill  jiidginent  np  >11  her.  It  was  owing  to  the  wildom  of 
ilii,  l  ivv,  that,  duiing  feveral  ages,  there  was  no  complaint  a- 
.  iliiil  wives  before  any  of  the  tribunals;  no  action  for  adultery, 
!i(,  divorce. — The  Athenians  had  a  particular  magilh*ate  who 
vntciicd  over  the  coiiducft  of  wives;  the  true  magillrate,  the 
;in- ill. lie  of  nature,  is  the  hiilband.  A  philofopher  of  our 
lu  :,  w!io  is  reproached  with  many  paradoxes,'  has  mixed 
i  .Mie  tnitli  with  them  which  we  overlook:  I'he  fair  fex^  fiys 
lu*,  Incapable  of  taking  our  inanner  of  livings  vjhicb  is  too  laho- 
•vvf  /<>/•  theniy  obliges  us  to  take  theirs,  vchtch  is  too  effeminate 
or  ns.  *^1  his  pcrvcrliou  of  order,  this  alceudant  of  the  fair 
fi\,  wlili  it  is  formed  to  be  guided,  begins  in  families,  and  ex- 
iMuls  lil’ell*  to  the  public,  which  it  corrupts.  It  is  women 
'vlio  fonn  the  charafters  of  men.  Hence  it  is,  that  in  what 
h  (  tiled  company,  we  meet  with  fo  many  agreeable  and 
lo  few  virtuous  perfons. — A  wife  conllantly  under  the  eye  of 
;i  Ir.ilbnnd,  who  is  her  mailer,  and  who  has  power  to  punilh 
l.(  r,  would  endeavour  to  gain  his  affeeftions,  by  confining  her* 
li'll’ within  her  family  ;  and  then  the  education  of  children,, 
(louicllic  bufiuefs,  and  the  oeconomy,  harmony,  See.  would 

lloiiri/li. 

A  third  (lep  fliould  be,  to  increafe  the  authority  of  maR 
t(Ts  over  their  fervants.  It  is  very  furprling  that,  the  Greeks 
.iiul  Homans,  with  fo  much  knowledge  and  humanity,  had 
il.iv(‘s  like  the  barbarians,  inllead  of  doinellics.  It  is  Hill  more 
Im  ju  iling,  perhaps,  that  Chridian  nations,  with  the  gofpel  be¬ 
fore  their  eyes,  fliould  condemn  their  brethren  in  the  colonies 
lo  all  the  horrors  of  flavcry,  becaufe  they  arc  black.

■r-onger  than  you,  mufl  have  had  the  heart  of  a  tygeri  But 
die  firft  man,  who  faid  to  another,  I  fee  you  are  poor,  if  you 
'li//  receive  your  fuhfijlcnce  from  me,  you  /ball  be  my  domeflie, 
made  a  contrail  ufeAil  for  both.  But  this  contra^,  by  a,  re- 
Hxation  of  domeftic  difeipline;  is  become  more  gricrous  to- 
mailers  than  to  fervants,  &c.^*  ’  ,  ‘ 

After  pointing  out  a  remedy  for  this  *cvil,  our  author  notr 
proceeds  to  that  part  of  his  plan  which  relates^to  madere  oP 

families. 
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families,  the  nobility,  &c.  and  here  he  is  of  opinion,  tbMa 
number  of  cenlbrs  (hould  be  app<)inted,  under  ceruia  regjaU. 
tions.  “  The  inititution  of  ceufors,*^  he  fays,  “  has  been  of 
lingular. fervice  ill  every  government,  where  virtue  and  gtxMl 
murals  have  been  the  principal  objects.  » 

“  The  plan,  which  1  lay  dovvn,’^  continues  he,  **  in  order  to 
facilitate  the  execution  of  it,  prefupjiofes  a  good  public  educa. 
tioii.  Tills  Hiall  not  be  that  of  Emilius,  which,  were  it  prac. 
ticable  and  unexceptionable,  can  only  he  a  private  one.  Nor 
ihall  it  be  that  which  is  eftablifhed  in  our  colleges,  which  is 
condemned  by  the  voice  of  the  public.  It  fliall  be  that  which 
al  lies  from  the  ideas  of  L<>cke,  JVIonlaigne,  Plutarch,  Xeno* 
phon,  and  Plato;  that,  wherein  things  Ihall  be  taught  before 
languages,  which  are  often  ufelcfs  to  thofc  who  learn  them; 
that  which,  inflcad  of  being  the  fame  for  .'ll!,  (hall  have  fc. 
pjrate  clalles  according  to  the  wants  of  the  (late,  and  by  excr- 
cifes  ajipropriated  to  each  clafs,  (hall  form  fit  fuhjecis  for  com¬ 
merce,  lor  jurifprudence,  (or  war,  for  the  church,  for  the 
arts,  kc.  that  there  (hall  he  nothing  in  common  but  religion, 
and  virtue.  We  have  pens  enough,  that  only  wait  for  the  (ig- 
nal  of  the  prince  to  draw  up  a  ])laii  of  this  kind ;  but  the  ad¬ 
vantages  which  would  aril'e  from  it,  would  be  foon  loft,  with¬ 
out  the  attention  of  government,  and  cfpecially  of  the  public 
cenfois.-’ 

The  remainder  of  the  work  relates  to  the  Inftitutionof  cen- 
furs,  and  the  advantages  nridng  from  Inch  an  inftitution. 
What  the  ingenious  author  advances,  upon  this  fubjecl,  ap^ 
])ears  to  us  to  be  as  judicious  as  his  manner  is  agreeable,  and 
we  make  no  cioubt,  but  every  good  citixen  will  read  it  with 
plcafure.

IVlore  literary  men  than  the  bard  of  Avon  wcfC^ 
natives  of  Warwicklhire.  The  foil  that  produced. him  like-^ 
wife  gave  birth  to  Michael  Drayton,  Francis  Holyoak,  Dr  Pbi- 
leinou  Holland  of  voluminous  incinon  ,  and  Sir  Fulke  Gievilk,

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;<rtei  wards  lord  Brooke.  Of  thcfe  gentlemen  the  following 
I  t  lies  are  found,  viz,  ilie  high-crown'd  hat  of  Drayton,  the 
1  iitf  jerkin  of  Holyoak,  the  iruiik-hofe  of  Hblland,  and  the 
lliurt  l)o(>rs  of  that  amiable  man  of  quality,  who  w'as  fervant 
»o  (|necn  Elizabeth,  coiinfellor  to  king  James,  a  friend  of  Sir 
fiiiiij)  Sidney.  Witli  ihefe  habiliiiieots  the  author  of  Fer- 
iiev  is  to  be  oompliinented.

A  con- 
iflt  for  the  arms  of  Achilles  coll  the  Greeks  no  le Is  than  the 
life  of  one  of  their  bravetl  heroes  ;  and  it  ivas  never  at  any 
tifne  confidered  by  the  ancients  as  a  dilgracc  to  wear  the  fe* 
C(>!ul  h.ind  clonihs,  or  mail  of  others.  Dido  accepted  from 
ihc  hand  of  iEiieas  a  gown  and  petticoat,  formerly  the  orna-> 
incnt  of  Argive  Helen  ;  arid  one  of  the  pi'ize-fighters  at  the 
tiincral  games  of  Patroclns,  thought  himfelf  genteelly  reward¬ 
ed  with  rlie  trappings  of  Sarpedon  deceafed.  •  » 

I'lie  character  which  the  defender  of  Shakefpeare  mull  af. 
(inne  on  this  occafion,  is  that  of  the  Champion.  ‘He  is  to  car¬ 
ry  the  two-handed  fvvord  of  Capiilet  drawn,  and  lead  Jn  chains 
a  tigiire  of  an  old,  lean,  wrinkled  fellow,  with  a  cap  on,  and 
ids  (ilk  (lockings  loofe  about  his  fhrunk  flianks,  to  reprefent 
\oltaiie.

This  perfonage,  reprefenting  the  poet  of  Geneva,  will  be 
obliged  by  the  champion  to  rctracfl  his  abufe  and  mifreprefen- 
tatioiis  of  our  Englifli  bard,  as  well  as  to  renounce  all  belief  in 
the  neceffity  of  obferving  ftri<$lly  the  dramatic  unitfes,*  before 
the  whole  corporation.  He  wijl  then  twift  a  button,  off  hb 
V  UL.

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for  every  thought  he  has  flolen  from  Shakefpeare,  and 
dhhiirs  him  out  of  the  town  with  thirty-iix  kicks  on  the 
breeth,  to  denote  the  exact  niunher  of  the  plays  at  which  his 
ridicule  has  hceii  })ointcd.  Auer  this  exploit,  ihp  champioa

Air  and  Mrs  Barry  next  came  on,  Mr  Barry^s  claim  was 
ac  Kiiowledged  ;  but  he  was  alked,  whether  he  had  not  rather 
t  ike  ills  proportion  in  the  form  of  a  crutch,  to  keep  him  up- 
ri-j;ht,  than  in  any  other.  The  fpeaker  concluded  by  obfer- 
xiiig,  that  had  it  been  a  cork-tree  in  difpute,  he  fliuuld  have 
been  enriched  with  as  much  of  it  as  would  have  enabled  him 
to  blacken  his  face  as  often  as  he  chofe  to  exert  himfelf  ip  O- 
ihello.  Wliilc  he  was  paufing  on  this  propofal,  they  addref- 
lid  tlicmrelvcs  to  his  ^ady,  who,  though  her  pretence  was  ad* 
mitred,  declined  it  aftei^tionately  in  fuvoui  of  her  hulband  ;

When  tlte  wipe  ferments^  it  at^ts  on  thefe 
line  |»a nicies,  and  the  motion  thereby  occafioned  is  fuflicient 
t  )  ini\  them  with  the  wine,  which,  by  thefe  means,  contains 
ciil  the  virtues  of  the.  grape  and  flower,  I  know  that  the 
^•reck  bifhop  in  Smyrna,  from  whom  1  learned  this  method, 
li.id  .1  wine  of  no  fine  flavour,  made  of  grapes  which  grew  at 
I'rl.i,  a  plarc  near  Smyrna  ;  but,  by  this  method,  he  gave  it  a 
hnell  and  flavour  far  fnrpafling  any  of  the  fame  wine  not  thus 
prepaK  (1.  I  know  not  whether  this  has  ever  been  tried  in 
ntlur  places,  yet  I  make  not  the  leall  doubt,  but  that  it  would 
he  attended  with  equal  good  fuccefs,  in  any  place  where  vines 
•lie  jilantcd,  as  nature  is  always  the  fame,  and  never  varies, 

A  Method  to  make  Fruit  and  Flowers  grow  in  Winter  ;  alfo  of 
prefei'ving  Frnit  and  Flowers  the  whoU  Year* 

AK^E  up  trees  by  the  roots  in  the  fpring,  jufl:  as  they  put 
1  forth  their  buds,  preferving  Ibrne  of  their  owp  ^rth 
bout  the  roots ;  fet  them  (landing  upright  in  a  cellar  until 
Mlcliaelnias ;  then  put  them  into  vellels  with  041  addition, of 
more  earth,  and  bring  them  into  a  ftove,  takmg  pare  moideii 
the  earth  every  morning  with  rain*watcr,  in  a  quart  of  which 
Nou  inufl  diffolve  the  bignefs  of  a  waluu^  of  fsd  ainmon^c ;

As  to  flowers,  take  'good  earthen  pots,  aud  therein, .friy 
VoL.  V.  .  D  d*  feed 
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feed  at  Michaelmas,  watering  in  the  fame  manner  with  the 
like  water,  and  by  Chriftinas  you  will  have  flowers,  fuch  ai  - 
tulips,  lillies,  Sre* 

This  and  the  other  may  be  done  in  a  good  w\nrm  kitchtii^* 
and  fuch  day  as  the  fun  Ihines,  yon  may  fet  forth  for  a  few 
hours. 

Take  faltpetre  one  pound,  bole  ammoniac  two  pounds,  or¬ 
dinary  clean  fand  three  pounds  ;  mix  all  together,  and  obferve 
this  proportion  in  other  quantities  :  then  in  dry  weather  take 
fruit  of  any  fort  that  is  not  fully  ripe,  each  with  its  ftalk  ; 
put  them  one  by  one  into  an  open  glafs,  till  it  be  full,  and 
then  cover  it  with  an  oily  cloth  clofc  tied  down  ;  then  in  a 
dry  cellar  put  each  of  ihefe  glaffes,  four  fingers  under  ground, 
and  fo  as  that,  quite  round  each  glafs,  and  above  and.  below, 
there  remain  two  fingers  thick  of  the  faid  mixture. 

Flowers  alfo  may  be  ufed  in  the  fame  manner.  ^  '  * 

The  famous  American  Receipt  for  the  Rheumatifm, 

Take  of  garlic  tw'o  cloves,  of  gum  ammoniac  one  drachm  ; 

blend  them  by  bruifing  together  ;  make  them  into  two 
or  three  bolufl'es,  with  fair  water,  and  fw^allow  them,  one  at 
night,  and  one  in  the  morning.

/I.  Ic  Poivit’s  manner  is  cafy  and  elegant*  his oblervations  ftrikiog^ 
:a'a\  javiicious  ;  his  (entiments  philanthropical  and  benevolent  :  The 
j.  1  cipil  objed  of  his  rcfcarches  has  been  the  Hate  of  agriculture  a* 
a.  the  various  people  he  has  leen  in  the  courlis  of  his  voyages. 

From  the  relation  of  this  gentleman’s  enquiries,  the  reader  will 
pticcivc,  that  in  every  country  agriculture  depends  ahfolutely  on  the 
liw-S  the  manners,  and  even  on  the  ellabliihed  prejudices  of  there* 
l^itJtivc  ioljdbitants.  «  _  •  ; 

This  little  work  is  divided  into  two  parts;  from  tbe  firH  of  which 
liivc  Icltdetl  our  author’s  account  of  the  Jjle  of  France  \  and 
f  u  ll  the  fvcond,  his  obfervations  on  the  Hate  of  agriculture,  dec*  in 
China.  '  . 

“  The  Ifle  of  France  (fays  M.  le  Poivre)  poifeires  two  excellent 
iurliours,  where  all  the  Ihipping  of  tbe  French  company,  entplOyed 
i;)  the  commerce  of  Chiua  and  the  Indies,  touch  for  refreihmeots  ;  here 
alio  rendc/.vous  their  armaments  ^in  time  of  war;  this  Ifland  is,  of 
conicquence,  not  (o  folitary  as  Bourbon.  The  politicks  and  man- 
ncr^  of  F)urope  have  here  more  influence.  The  lands  are  as  fertile  ai 
thoi'e  oF  Bourdon  ;  rivulets,  which  are  never  dry,  water  it  like >a  gar- 
dca  ;  uotwithHanding  which,  the  harvcHs  often  fail,  and  fcarcity  is 
hcieaimofl  perpetually  felt. , 

Since  the  days  of  the  celebrated  M.  de  la  Bourdonnois  (who  gover* 
ttiis  ilia  id  for  ten  or  twelve  years,  and  ought  to  be  regarded  as 
the  founder  of  the  colony,  for  his  introduiHion  and  patronage  of 
agi'cuUure)  they  have  wandered  inceifantly  from  projed  to  projeft, 
attem>uing  the  culture  of  almoH  every  fpecies  of  plants,  without  pro* 
pcrly  prolccuting  any  one  of  them.  The  coHee,  the  cotton,  tbe  in* 
digo,  the  fugar  cane,  the  pear,  the  cinoamon,  the  mulberry,  the 
tea,  and  the  cocoa* tree,  have  all  been  cultivated  by  experiments, 
hut  in  iucb  a  fuperHcial  manner  as  could  never  iiiHire  fuccels.  Had 
they  followcd  the  Hmple  plan  of  the  founder,  which  was  to  lecure 
bread,  the  ifland  would  at  this  day  have  been  flourifhing  ;  abundance 
would  then  have  reigned  ainongH  the  coloniHs,  and  tbe  fhippiog  sever 
been  difappointed  of  the  necefTary  refrcdiments  and  provifioas , 

The 
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t  The  cultivation  of  grain,  neverthclefs,  though  negUfled  and  badly 
noderdood,  is  that  which  fuccceds  the  bed*  I'hole  landt^  which  are 
lo  employed,  yield  annually  a  crop  of  wheat,  and  another  of  rice  or 
Turkey  corn,  without  the  intervention  of  one  fallow  year,  and  with* 
out  the  lead  improvement,  or  any  other  mode  of  labour,  than  that 
which  ii  pra^ifed  at  Midagafcar. 

“  The  maniac  was  fird  introduced  into  this  ifland  by  M.  de  la  BoOr« 
donnois:  the  culture  of  this  plant  was  at  fird  attended  with  very 
great  difficulty,  but  it  is  now  the  principal  refource  of  the  colonifts 
for  the  nourifhmcnt  of  their  flaves.  At  the  culture  of  this  root  it  here 
the  fame  as  in  America,  1  lhaii  not  repori  what  has  been  related  by 
a  number  of  travellers.  * 

They  fonncrly  brought  from  Midagafcar  black  cattle  and  (heepi 
but  lince  they  difeovered  that  more  advantage  attends  the  tranfpor* 
tation  of  fiaves,  they  have  neglected  the  incrcafe  of  their  cattle, 
which  the  continual  demands  of  the  (hipping,  and  the  wants  of  the 
inhabitants  at  the  fame  time  daily  diminith  ;  befides,  they  have  never 
liitberto  formed  any  padures  :  fuch  as  they  have  attempted  hiving 
been  laid  out  with  fo  little  fkill,  that  they  have  not  fucceeded.  The 
ifland  produces, 'naturally,  in  different  cantons,  an  excellent  kind  of 
grafs,  which  grows  to  the  height  of  five  or  fix  feet.  The  graft  begins 
to  appear  above  giound  about  the  beginning  of  the  rainy  feifooi  it 
performs  all  its  vegetation  during  the  three  months  which  this  feafoa 
lads:  the  inhabitants  take  advantage  of  this  tt>  padure  their  herds, 
who  fatten  upon  it  ama;f,ingly  ;  but  the  vegetation  over,  their  renniai 
nothing  on  the  ground  but  a  draw  too  hard  to  afford  nourifhment 
to  the  cattle  ;  and,  foon  after,  the  fire,  which  is  kindled  herO'byi 
thoufand  accidents,  conliiiiies  this  draw,  and  with  it  frequently  pert 
of  the  neighbouring  foreds.  During  the  remainder  of  the  year,  the 
herds  wander  about  and  languidi  amongfl  the  woods.  ‘  * 

**  The  greated  fault  which  has  been  committed  in  this  iflind,  and 
which  has  proved  mod  prejudical  to  cultivation,  is  the  method  of  clear¬ 
ing  the  woods  from  olf  the  grounds  by  fire,  without  leaving  groves 
and  thickets  at  proper  didanccs.  The  rains,  in  this  ifland,  coadote 
mod  to  the  amelioration  of  the  grounds;  but  the  clouds  being  flopped 
by  the  foreds,  there  the  rain  falls,  whild  the  clofed  lands  arc  Icifce 
watered  by  a  finglc  drop  ;  the  fields,  at  the  fame  time,  being  thus 
deprived  ofdclence,  are  expolcd  to  the  violence  of  the  winds,  which 
often  ectiiely  dellroy  t!ie  harveds. — The  Dutch  found  uo  treeettChe 
Cape,  but  they  have  planted  them  there,  as  fhelter  for  their  habi^tJOns* 
The  Itlc  of  France,  on  the  contrary,  was  covered  with  wqod<^  |0d 
the  colonids  have  entirely  dedroyed  them.**  *  ^ 

III  tliis  author’s  account  of  China  (in  the  fecond  part  of  his  book)f 
he  relates,  amongd  other  things,  the  following  particular!  of 
tlicir  wile  methods  of  converting  all  the  lands  in  their  country  to  the 
mod  profitable  purpoles,  aud  their  extraordinary  application  to  It* 
hour  and  indullry. 

“  A  Cliinelc  labourer  could  not  but  fmile,  if  you  informed  hl®> 
chat  the  earth  has  occafion  for  rcpolc  at  a  certain  fixed  period  of 
fi  ne:  he  uruinly  w'ould  fay  that  wa  deviated  greatly  frow-  the 
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noilit  in  view,  could  he  read  our  treatifes^  antient  and  modern,  our 
nurvelous  Ipeculations  on  agriculture  ;  what  would  he  fay,  if  he  faw 
our  lands,  part  of  them  fallow,  part  of  them  employed  in  ufelefs  cul¬ 
tures,  and  the  remainder  wictchedly  laboured  ?  What  would  he  fay, 
what  muli  be  his  feeling,  if,  in  travelling  over  our  fields,  he  obferved 
ihct.\trenic  milcry  and  barbarifm  of  their  wretched  cultivators  f 
“  All  their  grounds,  even  in  the  northern  provinces,  yield  annually 
two  crops,  and  in  thofc  towards  the  fouth  often  five  in  two  years, 
without  one  fingie  fallow  Icafon,  during  the  many  thoufands  of  yeirt 
that  they  have  been  converted  to  the  purpofes  of  agriculture.- 
“  The  whole  country  is  cut  into  canals,  dug  by  the  induftry  of  the 
iiiliahiiants,  extending  fiom  river  to  river,  which  divide  and  water 
this  vail  empire  like  a  garden.  Travelling,  tranfporting  of  goods,^ 
almoll  every  fpecirs  of  carriage,  is  performed  on  thefe  canals  with 
;Trcat  cafe,  and  iinall  expence:  they  don’t  even  ufe  horfeg  to  drag 
ihcir  boats;  every  thing  is  done  by  the  fail  or  the  oar,  which  they 
manage  with  lingular  dexterity,  even  in  going  up  the  rivers.  Where 
any  kind  of  labour  tan  be  performed,  at  a  moderate  price  by  men, 
ii  is  a  maxim  with  them  never  to  imploy  animals.  In  confequeDce 
oi  this,  the  banks  of  their  canals  are  cultivated  almofl  to  the  water’s 
cJge;  they  lofe  not  an  inch  of  ground:  their  public  roads  refeoiblc 
our  foot  paths;  their  canals,  however,  are  infinitely  more  ufeful  than 
highways ;  they  convey  fertility  every  where,  and  furnilh  the  people 
great  part  of  there  fubfillence  in  fi(h. — Their  is  no  comparifon  between 
the  weight  which  can  be  traufported  in  a  boat,  and  that  which  can 
he  conveyed  by  any  kind  of  land  carnages,  no  proportion  between 
the  expence. 

**  The  Cliinefe  are  fiill  lefs  acquainted  with  the  ufe,  or  rather  the 
luxury,  of  chariots  and  equipages  of  every  kind,  which  croud  the 
principal  cities  of  Europe.  The  horfes  neceffary  for  thefe,  aifembled 
in  thoufands  of  our  capitals,  confume  the  produce  of  numberlefs  acres 
of  our  bed  grounds,  which,  if  caltivated  with  grain,  would  afford 
iubfidcnce  to  multitudes  who  are  dying  of  hunger.  The  Chioele 
wiih  rather  to  maintain  men  than  horfes. 

The  emperor  and  chief  magifirates  are  carried  through  the  cities 
hy  men,  with  fafety  and  with  dignity  j  their  march  is  ledate  and 
majctlic;  it  threatents  not  with  danger  thofe  who  walk  on  foot; 
tlicy  travel  in  a  kind  of  galleys,  fafer,  more  commodious,  equally 
magnificent,  and  lefs  expenfive  than  our  land  equipages. 

**  1  have  before  obferved,  that  the  Chinefe  lofe  not  an  inch  of 
ground.  They  are  very  far,  therefore,  from  allotting  immenie^parks 
of  the  fined  grouod,  for  the  maintenance  alone  of  deer,  In  con¬ 
tempt  of  the  human  race.  The  eoiperort,  even  thofe  of  the 
Tartar  line,  have  never  hitherto  dreamt  of  forming  thefe  parks,  dill 
leis  tiie  grandees,  that  is,  the  magidrates  and  the  learned  :  fuch  an 
idea  could  never  find  place  in  the  mind  of  a  Chinefe. 

**  An  idle  man  would  be  treated  with  the  mod  fovercigircontempt, 
and  regarded  as  a  paralytic  member,  a  load  to  the  body  of  which  he 
iiiiide  a  part  ;  the  government  would  in  no  manner  permit  it.^How. 
oppofite  from  the  idea  of  other  Afiatics/  where  none  are  admitted  to 

any 
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r.cy  def;rcc  of  c^iiniiion,  but  tbofc  who,  for  their  htuation  iq 
lave  nothing  tado  !— :An  anlkiu  emperor  of  China,  io  a  )h4>Uc  iq! 
Itrikiion,  exhortiog  the  people  to  Uboor,  obkrvcd,  that  in  one 
torntT  of  the  cirpirc,  there  was  one  man  who  JiJ  nothing,  thtfe 
inuft,  in  foaie  other  quarter,  be  another  who  julTcrs^oo  that  ae^ynt 
ticprived  of  the  ucctlfarics  of  life.  This  wife  cnaxiin  is  fixed  in  the 
Ixcallof  every  Cliineic;  and  \t’ith  people,  fo  open  to  realon,  he  who 
pronounces  Or  wife  maxim  pronounces  a  law. .  .  *  t  .*  ij* 

He  farther  obferves.  That  it  is  oot  to  any  procefs  pecul^r 
to  their  labour, nor  to  the  form  of  thtirplovv,or  their  method  of  u>wh^, 
that  this  happy  llate,  and  the  plenty  coniequeiu  on  it,  js  to  attrihu- 
ted  ;  it  mult  chielly.be  derived  from  iluiir  mode  of  gqvernojentjjhe  io). 
moveable  foundations  of  which  have  been  laid  deep  byjihe  hand  /yf 
alone,  coeval  ab.nolt  with  the  beginning  of  ti use,  and  from  their 
laws,  dictated  by  natuie  to  the  firlt.of  the  human  race,  and  fiu;r<d|y 
prefer ved  from  generation  to  generatio.n,  engravtd  in  the  united 
hearts  of  a  great  people;  not  in  obf:ure  codes,  ilevifcd  by  chicanery 
nnd  deceit.’*  •  *
